
Yankees Overwhelmed by Tigers.White Sox Take First Place.Giants and Dodgers Win
Dams Holds New Yorkers
To Mere Handful of Hits

Locals Show Up Poorly and Take Bad Beating;
Cobb, Storm Center of Big Crowd at Polo
Grouids, Denies Statements Adverse to Carl Mays

The Yankees yesterday looked more like the same load of junk that

Frank Farrell dumped on the doorsteps of Colonels Ruppert and Huston
than they have at any time since the aforementioned military gents
started to salvage them. They were Daussed to death by the Detroit
Tigers by the score of 10 to 3. Over thirty-three thousand customers
witnessed their shame.
The Polo Grounds were in an uproaH

all afternoon when the crowd started
to take exception to a statement which
The Associated Press attributed to
TVrus Raymond Cobb. These state¬
ments were to the disparagement of
Carl Mays, the unlucky pitcher who
was fated to throw tho ball that re-
suited in the death of Ray Chapman.
Cobb seemed completely taken back bythe outburst and denied indignantly
that he ever spoke «gainst Mays or
that he proposed or concurred in the
cowardly boycott against the ill-fated
Yankee pitcher.

Cobb Center of Storm
There was no way of getting this

Information to the crowd, s«y the boo¬
ing and the hissing were violent everytime Cobb came to bat. This roused
Cobb's belligerency and he exchanged
some sharp repartee with the crowd bythe Detroit dugout. He was surround¬
ed by tí growling mob as he left the
field, but Cobb, who rather enjoys be¬
ing a storm center, walked otT the
field slowly and deliberately. Tho
crowd lingered around the visitors'
club house after the game.
"Some Boston people who have a

grudge against Carl Mays used me as
a smoke screen," declared Cobb. "I did
not say a word against Mays and I at¬
tended no meeting to boycott him.
Moreover, there was no sudi meeting.Hughey Jennings, manager of the De¬
troit Tigers, told Colonel Huston, vice-
president of the Yankees, that nobodyhad any right to assume that the
Chapman affair was anything but an
accident."
The first storm seemed to daze Cobb

because of its bitterness and he imme¬
diately sought the cause. "I won't
make any alibis," he said. "No crowds
can frighten me, but this is all un¬
true." Whereupon he proceeded tobattle with the multitude for the rest
of the game. Cobb has the contemptof experience for the mob spirit.The Yankees certainly hit the bottom
of the bottomless pit yesterday, and
are due for a prompt rebound, for they
can never again be equally as bad or
worse than they were yesterday. RipCollins started for them, and was goingbeautifully, when I)«?nie Rush hit out a
home run with one on. It may or maynot be the first home run he ever getin his life, but home runs with Bush
are so infrequent that the shock of
this novelty appeared to affect the
pitching of Rip, the two-gun gent from
Texas. Rip was yanked later, Mogridgewent in to suffer for a while, and then
Bob McGraw was pried loose from the
bench for the last rites.
The Yanks were not hitting Mr.

Dauss; therefore, they looked terrible,for there is no more terrible sightunder the sun than the Yanks when
they are not hitting.

exchanging raspberries with the popu¬lace all afternoon, started this inningwith his »daily hit. Ile stole second
and w«*it to third when Hoffman threw
the ball into the outfield. Veach drove
a long hit to center and Tyrus Ray¬mond sauntered homo with his chin upand an invisible chip on his shoulder.

Yanks Finally Score
The Yanks got two in their half of

the eightii chiefly because of some¬
thing that is quite rare in the national
pastime.an error by Tyrus RaymondCobb. Mensel was recalled from the
hospital to pinch hit for Mogridge and
plastered one through the box. Aaron
Ward rapped one to center and the pillslipped through Cobb's fingers, rolling
to the fence. It rolled so far that
Mensel was able to limp all the wayaround, while Ward continued until he
had completed the circuit.
With one out in the ninth Pippscratched a hit to Young, but was

forced by Bodie. Hoffman got his base
when Dauss creased him across the
ribs. Little Sammy Vick was given a
bat at this point and, seeming to getthe idea of what bats are used for,
crocked out a single to center that
scored Ping.
But on the whole it was a lugubri¬

ous sort of pastime from the point of
view of the Yankees. T^ere is only-
one flimsy bit of silver in the lining
of the gloom clouds that gathered
where the two Colonels sat brooding.The Yanks cannot look any worse than
they did yesterday without being de¬
clared a public nuisance.

American Leasue Will MeetÖ
For Action in Mays Case

Magnates to Gather at]
Philadelphia ; Yankee
Owners Issue Statement
There will be a special meeting of the

American League next Tuesday at
Philadelphia to consider uction in re¬
gard to the attitude of certain players
who have been quoted as saying they
would not play against Carl Mays, the
pitcher who threw the ball that killed
Kay Chapman, the former shortstop of
the Cleveland team. In issuing the call
President B. B. Johnson, of the league,did not specify the reason, but there
is no other matter of sufficient moment
to call a special meeting of the leaguefor.

Carl Mays probably will pitchagainst the Detroit team to-day. He
was out in uniform yesterday duringtho early practice, but did not stay on
the bench through the game.

Harry H. Frazee, owner of the Bos¬
ton Red Sox, members of which teamhave been quoted as saying that theywould not play against Mays, said that
he understooii that the meeting wras
being called as the result of a state¬
ment that had been made by Tris
Freaker In regard to the death of Ray
Cnapman, Speaker is still in Cleve¬
land.

Mr. Frazee said that the reports that
the members of the Boston Red Sox
had threatened a strike against Maya
were erroneous. He said that as far
as he knew nothing of tho sort ever
bad. been contemplated by any mem¬
bers of his team.
The owners of the Yankees, Colonel

Jacob Ruppert and Colonel T. L,
Huston, declare that President B. B.
Johnson was wrong in assuming that
Mays w-ould give up baseball as a re-
«ult of the accident. They feel that
the unlucky pitcher should be given the
support of the league in his troub'e.
The formal statement issued by the
owners of the Yankees follows:

Immediaely after tho death of Ray
Chapman, we agreed with Tris
Speaker that H was the duty of us

all to do everything possible to sup¬
press any bitterness that might be
engendered by the unfortunate ac¬
cident, and we aro both loth to say
anything at all that might tend to
aggravate the situation.

Referring to Mr. Johnson's state¬
ment regarding the status of Carl
Mays, that gentleman is misinformed
as "to the player's condition. Mays,
while bowed down with grief, is not
a broken reed. He will go along and
fo'low his regular means of liveli¬
hood as a strong man should. He
will take his regular turn in the
pitcher's box and wo expect him to

> -

win games as usual. If be requires
protection he will receive it from us
to the extreme limit, no matter
where that may lead.

Since joining the Yankees, Carl
Mays has been a loyal and painstak¬ing player, whose life has 'been
clean and whoso conduct has been
above reproach. He has our entire
confidence and will have our un¬
stinted support.
The District Attorney's office has

declared Ray Chapman's death to
have been the result of an accident.
Tris Speaker the superb said "No
one has any right to call it anythingbut an accident." The grand priestwho preached tho funeral service
said :
"Xo hostile word should be ut¬

tered against the man who was the
cause of the unfortunate accident.
He feels the outcome of it more
deeply than most of us do. Chapmanwould be the first to decry anythought of revenge if he could but
speak."
No one, save perhaps the familyand intimate friends of Ray Chap¬man, grieves moro over his untimelyend than we do, and we especiallykeenly regret that« the accident oc¬

curred on our grounds and in a gamewith our team.
Ko good can come from furtheragitation of feeling relative to the' deplorable accident, and respect forthe memory of the player who hnspassed away and consideration forthe good of the national game should'lead us all, as men and sportsmen,to follow the example of TrisSpeaker and the counsel of the goodpriest.

Blow by Doyle
In Late Rally
Defeats Cubs

Young Also Figures in Up¬
rising Against Tyler; Me¬
Graw Men Victors, 8 to 3

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.--The Giants

came back with a vengeance against the
Cubs to-day and won the second game
of the series by a scoro of 8 to 3. The
victory again put the New Yorkers only
three games behind the league leading
Reds.
The Giants were trailing at the end

of the seventh, but they definitely set¬
tled the outcome in the last two inn¬
ings, when they scored seven runs.
The cold, threatening weather kept the
attendance down to a mere handful of
faithful rooters.

Lefty Tyler, who undertook to holdthe visitors in check, went along verynicely during the first seven innings.In that period ho yielded only seven
sparsely scattered hits, but in theeighth and ninth he was plastered veryfreely. Jess Barnes, who performedfor the Giants, nllowejd nine hits, buthe managed to keep these pretty w"elldistributed. Good support helped him
on several critical occasions.

Giants Get One-Run Lead
Burns, Young and King were the im¬

portant factors in the Giants attack, aseach registered three hits. The Giants
got oil' to a one-run lead in the verylirst inning. Burns led off with adouble to center. Bancroft went out
on a grounder to Deal, but Burns held
second. Young beat out a tap in frontof the plate, putting Burns" on third.Frisch then grounded out to Merkleand Burns scored. Kelly drew a base
on balls, but King rolled to Deal forthe third out.
Barnes got himself in a rather tighthole in the Cub's half of the first, butfine support kept the home playersscoreless. Flack slammed the first ballpitched for a single to right. Terrybeat out a slow roller to Kelly, puttingFlack on second. Both runners ad-'vanced on Robertson's sacrifice toBarnes. Merkle hit a grounder to Ban-croft and Flack was cut down at theplate. King then made a great catchof Paskert's long drive near the fencein right center.
The Cubs came back in the third and

evened the count. With one out Terryshot a single to left. On the hit-and-
run play Robertson came through with
a single to center, putting Terry onthird. Merkle then lifted a long fly toBurns near the left field foul line, andTerry completed the circuit, while Rob¬ertson raced to second after the catch.Paskert grounded to Bancroft for thethird out.
There was plenty of excitement, inthe sixth when the Giants came within

an ace of tieing the score. Young, thefirst batter, bounced one over secondfor a single. Frisch attempted to sac-riiice, but he forced Young at second
on a bunt to Tyler. The FordhamFlash then made a clean steal of sec-ond. Kelly flied to Flack. Kingslammed one at Deal and the lattertried to tap Frisch, who was sprintingto third. The play was close, but Um¬
pire Rrgler called him safe.

Double Steal Fails
Tho homo players and the fans put

up an awful howl nt the decision,
When peace was restored Frisch and
King attempted a double steal. Frisch
apparently beat Terry's return to the
plate, but Umpire Moran ruled other¬
wise. The visitors voiced strenuous
protests over the verdict, but to no
avail.
Tho Cubs finally managed to break

the deadlock in the seventh when theyshoved one run across. Daly openedthe inning with a single to left.
Tyler was presented with a base on
balls. Both runners advanced on
Flack's sacrifice. Frisch to Doyle, who
covered first. Terry then hoisted a fly;to King in center, who made a wide re-
turn to the plate, Daly scoring and
Tyler taking third as the ball rolled totlie stands. Robertson fouled to Snyder
for the third out.
The MeGraw men made a desperate

stand in the eighth inning and re-
sumed the lead by scoring three runs.
The ever-reliable George Burns led off
with a single off Tyler's shins. Ban¬
croft, fanned for the second time, but
Young hit safely over second. Frisch
then grounded to Terry and the latter
threw to Friberg in attempting a double
play- IYoung was safe *hen Friberg failed
to touch second, but Frisch was out at
first, Burns reaching third on the play.Tyler seemed to find considerable diffi¬
culty, and he passed Kelly, filling the
bases. King also walked, after three
balls and two strikes had been called
on him, forcing in Burns. Doyle poked
a single to right, scoring Young and
Kelly. Snyder ended th© uprising bygoing out on a splash in front of the
plate.
The Cubs ndded another in their half

of the eighth on singles by Merkle andPaskert and Deal's infield out. TheGiants ran amuck in the ninth and
gathered four more tallies on Barnes'ssingle, Deal's error, Young's double, afielder's choice, Kelly's sacrifice fly andKing's single.

There is a general law of compensation that seems
to stalk through life. This law works both ways.
When things are breaking too smoothly you can gen¬
erally look out for a jolt.

When things are breaking badly there is frequently
a glimmer of light just ahead.

Baseball, in five midst of its greatest season, draw¬
ing its greatest crowds -and holding greater interest,
suddenly comes upon its greatest tragedy. We recall
no campaign where one of the pennant contending clubs
had one of its greatest stars killed in diamond action.
Ray Chapman's sudden death put a heavy shadow over
the entire scenery of the game, for he was not only
one of the game's leading stars but also one of its
finest sportsmen.

The Marvel of It
The marvel of it is not that men are killed here

and there in both baseball and football bivt that in the
major contests upon which the spotlight is turned so
few fatal accidents ever occur.

There have been many minor leaguers and even a
greater number killed in semi-pro or amateur contests,
but the history of the major leagues for fifty years
shows an abnormally small number of fatal accidents,

When you consider the number of big league pitchers
using the speed of a Johnson, a Walsh or others, and

j the number of men who are hit, the wonder grows thai
so few accidents result.

The death of Byrne, of West Point, in football is
one of the few fatal accidents that have come upon th«
better known elevens, and this was over a decade- ago.

Hard Blow to Cleveland
Chapman's death will be a hard blow to Cleveland

He was a great infielder and a fine hitter.and alwayt
a hard hustler.

In a physical way there is no chance to supplanl
Chapman. Just what the mental effect will be upoi
his clubmates remains to be seen. The Cleveland clul
under Speaker isn't likely to quit at any stage.

Effect Upon Pitcher
The effect upon the pitcher after hitting a batsmai

and either killing or seriously injuring him has beei
varied.

Some years ago Russ Ford beaned Roy Corhan, o
the White Six. Corhan was not expected to live. Hi
condition was serious for several weeks. During thi
period Ford was so badly upset that he was of no fur
ther use to his club. He lost weight, lost effectivenes
and finally had to take a vacation to build up his shat
tered nervous system.

He was never the same effective pitcher after Cor
han's narrow escape.

A short while after this accident Tom Rodgerspitching for Nashville in the Southern League, kille
Johnny Dodge, who for a time was with both Philadel
phia and Cincinnati.

Dodge was killed with a fast ball which caught hir
squarely in the temple.

But the effect upon Rodgers seemed to be the exac
opposite of Ford's case. As we recall the statistic

Rodgers then went in and won five consecutive shut-out
games, doing his finest work of the year. Rodgers's
case was certainly more unusual than that of Russ
Ford.

At Forest Hills
